Olive Trees 
May Need Props 
To Support Big Crop 


With a heavy olive crop coming 
on, Farm Advisor Kar] W. Opitz 
warns. growers that many olive 
trées will need props‘ this season 
in order to prevent breakage of 
limbs. 

Mr. Opitz warns that props 
must be placed to support the 
limb, not to form a fulcrum where 
limbs may break. He also sug- 
gests that pruning, where pos- 
sible, also cuts limb weight. 

Trees may also be braced by 
the use of light ropes and wires 
inside trees. 


Topping of cotton will not in- 
crease the yield of the plants but 
will prevent the plants from fall- 
ing over. Rank cotton has a tend- 
ency to fall over making it diffi- 
cult to pick.

Pension for old persons, at 70 
years of age, is about $6 per week, 
most if which is payed back if 
those persons reside in an old 
people’s home, according to Miss 
Black. Unemployment benefits 
are also paid in Ireland. 

Miss Black says that Irish farm- 
ers are generally conservative and 
favor the Churchill administra- 
tion.

Although her family owns the 
farm on which she lives, “‘rent” is 
‘also paid for the farm to the gov- 
‘ernment, a practice that dates 
back to the period when the gov- 
ernment took over farms from 
“landlords” and divided them. 
This rent, which in a sense cor- 
responds to American taxes, 
amounts to about $60 annually on 
the entire 100 acres of ranch 
land; taxes are paid, in addition, 
on farm buildings. 

Irish farms have little electri- 
city and few telephones, one rea 
son being that lumber for poles is 
exceedingly scarce. 

Miss Black now works with the 
public health department in the 
town of Enniskillen, with a popu- 
lation of about 5,000 persons. This
